To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Alsager  Urban  District  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  for  the 
year  1957. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  estimated  population  of  390.  The 
number  of  births  also  rose  considerably. 

Once  again  it  is  satisfactory  to  report  no  death  of  any  mother 
in  childbirth,  and  this  reflects  great  credit  on  all  concerned  both 
in  the  hospital  and  in  the  domiciliary  midwifery  service. 

The  year  under  review  was  marked  by  an  epidemic  of  Measles. 
Unfortunately  we  are  unable  to  control  the  spread  of  this  disease  but 
due  to  the  improved  methods  of  treatment  and  its  availability  to  all, 
the  seriousness  of  the  disease  and  its  complications  have  been  much 
reduced. 

It  is  unsatisfactory  to  note  that  25  cases  of  Whooping  Cough 
were  notified.  It  is  possible  to  control  this  disease  by  immunisation, 
and  parents  should  realise  that  they  have  a serious  responsibility 
in  making  available  to  their  children  all  the  prophylactic 
immunisations  now  offered  at  clinics  and  by  the  family  doctors,  free 
of  charge  and  at  very  little  inconvenience. 

The  work  at  the  Welfare  and  School  Clinics  continues  to  increase 
owing  to  the  development  of  the  Mothers  Clinic  and  allied  health 
education  programmes.  It  is  urgently  necessary  to  provide  more 
adequate  accommodat ion  and  the  first  steps  in  this  direction  have 
been  taken  by  the  application  from  the  Divisional  Health  Committee 
to  the  County  Council  for  the  provision  of  a new  clinic. 

The  care  of  old  people  in  their  own  homes  took  a considerable 
step  forward  by  the  provision  by  the  Council  in  conjunction  with  the 
W.V. S.  of  accommodation  in  a properly  converted  house.  This  project 
one  of  the  first  in  the  County  will  depend  for  its  success  on  the 
proper  co-ordination  between  the  Council  and  the  Voluntary  Service, 
and  from  the  results  so  far  achieved  there  is  no  doubt  that  this 
admirable  scheme  could  form  a sample  for  other  Authorities  to  copy. 

Throughout  the  County  in  recent  years  there  have  developed 
schemes  for  the  provision  by  voluntary  organisations  with  Council 
support,  of  hot  meals  in  the  homes  of  old  people  who  through 
incapacity  cannot  do  this  for  themselves.  It  may  well  be  that  in 
Alsager  such  a need  exists  and  the  matter  certainly  ought  to  be 
explored. 

Once  again  I v/ish  to  thank  your  Clerk,  Mr.  R.  Heap  for  the 
assistance  he  has  given  at  all  times  and  your  Public  Health  Inspector 
Mr„  S.  Haigh  for  the  help  he  has  given  me  in  enabling  me  to  carry 
out  my  duties,  and  for  his  assistance  in  the  compilation  of  this 
report.

As  can  be  seen  from  the  figures  a very  considerable  amount  of 
work  is  done  both  at  the  clinic  premises  of  Centre  Court  and  in  hired 
accommodation  at  St.  Maryfs  School,  As  pointed  out  in  the  introduction 
it  is  more  than  every  necessary  to  have  proper  accommodation. 

Good  progress  was  made  in  the  work  being  done  by  the  Mothers 
clinic  which  has  now  been  re-named  ’Preparation  Classes’.  As  pointed 
out  in  the  report  last  year  a comprehensive  programme  of  Health 
Education  is  given  to  the  pregnant  mother  and  a system  of  exercises 
all  designed  to  enable  her  to  successfully  complete  her  labour  and 
put  her  in  the  best  position  to  rear  her  new  born  child.

Water  Supply 


Source 


The  water  is  drawn  from  three  Boreholes  situated  at  Audley  Road. 


Treatment 

The  water  is  filtered,  softened  and  chlorinated  at  the  source. 

During  the  past  year  the  works  have  been  maintained  to 
obtain  a supply. 

Quality 


Analysis  shows  that  the  water  is  satisfactory  for  all  domestic 
purposes. 

Quanti ty 

An  investigation  into  the  Council’s  application  to  sink  a 
new  borehole  for  a further  supply  of  water  took  place  on  Thursday 
the  13th  December,  1956  at  the  Council  Offices.  As  a result  of 
this  enquiry,  the  Minister  recommended  that  the  Council  consider 
joining  the  Mid  -and  South  East  Cheshire  Water  Board. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  Council  own  and  maintain  two  sewage  disposal  works  at 
Day  Green  and  Longview. 

The  Day  Green  Works  are  old  and  are  now  overloaded  and 
consideration  has  been  given  to  the  modernising  and  enlarging. 

Certain  re-arrangements  of  the  sludge  lagoons  has  been 
carried  out  and  additional  lagoons  have  been  provided,  and  those  are 
showing  signs  of  an  improvement  but  this  can  only  be  of  a temporary 
nature. 

The  valves  to  the  storm  water  tanks  have  been  renewed  and  a 
pump  has  been  provided  to  re-circulate  the  storm  water. 

The  Longview  Works  have  been  cleaned  -and  these  works  are  in 
good  condition,  but  show  signs  of  overloading  during  storms. 
Additional  sludge  drying  beds  are  required. 
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The  sewerage  from  Close  Lane  area  is  discharged  and  treated  at 
the  works  of  the  Royal  Ordnance  Factory  who  also  maintain  these 
works* 


The  general  sewerage  system  of  the  district  shows  signs  of 
overloading  and  surcharging  of  the  sewer  takes  place  during  storm 
periods , with  consequent  discharge  of  dilute  sewage  at  various 
places* 

The  sewerage  system  continues  to  expand  in  Talke  Road  and 
Pikemere  Road  area* 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  Council  maintain  a regular  collection  of  Refuse  Collection 
and  Disposal  based  on  a Bonus  system  whereby  the  bins  are  emptied 
regularly  over  a period  of  approximately  nine  and  a half  working  days. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  which  is  subject  to 
certain  amount  of  control.
